Early in the war there was trouble in the 
finances. Eastern bankers showed their loy- 
ally by loaning the Government their surplus 
fuuds at a better rate ol Interest, and on better 
security, than could be obUined lrotn their 
othf r customers— but this was but a flea-bite- 
If they had loaned the Government all the cur- 
rency, and ail the gold, tbey could command, 
it woiift lust but a few months. For a long 
lima it was claimed by theae banker* and the 
knowicg one* at Washington that money must 
be had by loans— that it was idle to tslk about 
treasury notes — lhat the people would not take 
them — that they would at one."; go down fci- 
below bank paper, and could only bo pad<cd at 
a heavy discount. Rat they were iasucd, as a 
matter of pure necessity, until some better 
plan could be adopted. What was the result? 
It wa* found that the bankers, and the Wash- 
ington know-notbirgi, had been entirely 
mistaken. Thi peotde, who had so long 
been in the habit of taking bank notes, 
without iuttresl and without security, mani- 
fested in meat places a greediness to get the 
new currency. This new jnper waa not with- 
out security, as the people themselves wers 
the security. Efforts were mad* lo discredit 
this, the people's currency, for the reasem Ibat 
It could not be known when it weruld be re- 
deemed. It did not require an intellect of any 
great amsunt cf culture to sea that this was 
known quite as well of tbe treasury notes a g 
of any bank l*per, particularly during bus 
pension of specie p3ymcnts, whlist the cer- 
taiuty of ultimate redemption is far greater 
with treasury note?, the people being their 
»• curi'y, than with bank notes. For several 
months after tbe treisury notes first appeared, 
they wer* in ruobt places held above par, and 
I was dlffl ult for people to get them, lo 
Kentucky, where th« cbarai-ier of the banks 
was h : gh, it was ditf rcu: ; but almost every 
where cl-c in the loyal States, people generally 
preferred their own paper— the people's 
notes. 

The reasons for this sre now obvious. The 
treasury notes were a legal Under, depending 
on the Government, secured by the people 
themselves. Reside*, every dol'ar heM by a 
citizen was a loan to his Government without 
interest for that amount, as every dollar of 
bank paper one holds is a loan to the bank 
without interest. If the Wall-street bankars 
or loyalty for loaning their 
to the Government, at even a 
they could obtain from 
their other customers, surely the people, who 
read^y received the treasury notes, and thu* 
loaned their means to their Government with- 
out any interest whatever, shmld bavo 
more credit for legally. Now a stop le to 
be put lo this thing of reeeivlng loans 
from the people without interest, as It some- 
what infringe* upou the priviliges which it is 
supposed belongs exclusively to baukers. 
The treasury notes are to be withdrawn, and 
the people are not ;o be sllowed to loan thtlr 
Government any more, exce pi at a good round 
rate of interest, double that which la paid by 
any other respectable Government, and great 
credit for loyally is given to person* making 
such loans. We find the following in one of 
oar exchanges : 

The Five-Twbht!bs — Since the adjourn- 
ment of Congress, a period of only eight 
». i rk >, the amount of money lent by tbe peo- 
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ount of 

pic to the Government, ibrou<h the live 
twastUai, has been ovtr forig-fia mdliniit of 
dotlatt. 

Now the people Vcfore Ibis have loaned 
their Government over Hire? hundred millions 
of dolltrs without inlercst — the full amount 
of the treasury notes that bsve been issned, 
and which have been used by them as currency, 
and tbey have received very little credit for their 
loyalty. The;e loans of foity live millions have 
.a made redly at about n'ne per cent., be- 
ing payable in gold, which 1* shout fifty per 
i eat. above treasury notes. 

Then every m in who has made a loan to 
Ihc Ge vernment by buying lis bonds, the in- 
terest of which is payable in gold, is interested 
in keeping gold as high as possible, and in de- 
prechv.irg the Government currency as much 
as possible. The people m iking these loans 
may be intensely tofsL. but when self-interest 
is a eutllclent motive for such action, we need 
not ko furiher to find other motive*. 

Well, the new "National Binks," as tbey 
are to be called, are soon to go into operation, 
when, perhaps, people's loyally is to be put to 
another tea'. By providing this new currency, 
and taxlug the people for it, ss wc 
have shown in previous srticles, aSeut 
eighteen millions, the people have been 
crossly insulted. As it appears to us, a loyal 
mm would spurn these National bank notes 
with scorn, as an attempt to compel him to 
loan his means to a bank without luterest and 
to prevent him from doing that favor to bis 
own Government and thua aid to diminish by 
many millions the burdens imposed on the 
people by Ihc wsr. 



Latest European News. 

The steamship America, irom Queenstown 
on the Bd of May, reached Halifax on the 14' h 
instant, and arrived at Boston on the 16th in- 
stant. She brings intelligence of a somewhat 
more pacific character than that which reached 
ns by the former steamer. We learn lhat ac- 
cording to the Shipping Gazette the case of 
the Alexandra was to be tried either at the 
end oi the present term ol the Court cf Ex- 
cheqier, or early in the next. The Attorney- 
General, however, in the House of Commons, 
Aiid that he could not state when the case 
would be tried. 

The not* of Mr. Seward to Lord Lyons, an- 
nouueing that the mails of tbe Peterhofl would 
befoiwarded to their destination unopened, 
and that the same course would be pursued 
in a similar cose, had been received in Eng- 
land. The fjet was brought to lha knowledge 
of both Houses, which received it with cheers. 

The Times snya that a Federal agent has ar 
rived In London, who i* to co-operate with 
Mr. Adams iu the prompt settling of inter- 
national questioqs. The report of an intended 
visit of the Prince und Princess of Wales to 
the Emperor Napoleon is contradicted. Em- 
ployment will be provided by the Government 
for Ihe unemployed cotton operatives in 
drainage aad other works. 

The French elections will commence on 
May 31. Tbe Governmrnt forbids the Sub- 
Electoral Committees to assemble to elect 
Central Com mitt) e. j aud threatens thej >urnals 
tLat may publish the manifestoes of such as- 
sociations wilti legal proceedings. 

The Italian Governmont, which, in general, 
seems to be strongly inclined to a reactionary 
policy, has foibldden an intended meeting in 
favor of Poland at Genoa. 

Ti.c answer of Russia to tb» Austrlau note 
on th« Poiish question was looked upon as 
favorable to the preservation of i>cace. The 
armaments in France were, however, attract- 
ing attention, and the partisans of war expect- 
ed that a Prench licet would be sent to (Jarls- 
krona. A Rus6iai memorandatn cu the 
Polish question, and a Polish counter 
memorandum are shortly expected. 
There are said to .be upward of 
150 diff:rcat insurrectionary bands ia Po- 
land. Two more defeats of the Rnsslaus aro 
announced, but the insurgents, on the other 
hand, wcro said to have been defeated at 
Ostrowo, uear Kalisea, with a loss of 1,(00 
prisoners. 

A second Polish member of the Russian 
Second Chamber has j dned the insurgents. 
The l'ruesisn Government pretends to have 
disco \cr*d an insurrectionary plot iu Posen. 

A Conference of the Protesting Powers — 
France, England and Russia— on th? Greek 
question, will commence in London oa the 
26 h of Msy. 

The Russian army has suffered astrious de- 
feat In Croatia. Grand Duke Michael and his 
followers fi d in great disorder.

We have already shown in former articles 
thai iheee Naiiomtl bank notes, not being a 
legal tender, and being redeemable only in 
tr.asnry notes, arc recessarily inferior as 
currency to Ihc treasury notes themstlves. 
The whole thing has been gotten up in entire 
ignorance of th* first principles of floance, 
and, whether intended by the Secretary er 
not, is really a Iraad upon the people for the 
benefit' of a set of men who ought to 
put their money into something more 
useful lo the country than banking. 
Tbe pretex t for tbe scheme which have been 
put forward are false and fraudulent. Wbe'h 3r 
Mr. Chase considered them so is another 
■ i ics i ion. but there are fow of his admirers 
who will believe that h? is a nun o! such 
small capacity as to be humbug^ei by New 
York sh irpcra into a fraudulent scheme so ru 
inrus te the best interest of the Govern item 
as this evidcutly is, without knowing it. S • 
< ertain it is, from ihn l*«t report of the Sacre 
lary, that he is lamentably ignorant of the 
whole subject, that we are more than half in- 
clined to the opinion that Mr. Chase is inno- 
cent of any serious attempt to do any special 
harm to the country, further thin that which 
ucsht arise from the special favors which he 
was showing to his friends— tbe bankers. The 
extent of this barm be will h°. likely to leirn 
about the time his parly will be called on to 
make a settlement with the people. 

Women and Politics.— A Women's Loyal 
L ague has b«ru established in the city of 
New York. The prime, movsrs at the orgi 
izition were the. wcil-known champions of 
ant slavery, w men's rights and aihei in 
and thry could look at political matters 
through the same spectacles (aud most of 
them woro (prelacies) through wh'ch they 
had viewed tbo above mentioned topics 
Such organizations can do the Union eausc no 
good. While some of them eviuce quite ss 
uiach talent, they exhibit quite as little judg 
ment in regard to the fitness of things as those 
other old women in pants at Washington. 
They denounce the Constitution a* it ns and 
the Union as it wa* as something little calcu 
lsted lo benefit women and negroes, Ac. 

We are la favsr of women's rights, we are 
also iu iavor of men's rights; but ss the latter 
seem to be not very well understood, though 
they have been prominent subjects of dlaenc 
slon for centuries, we fear it will be a long 
lime before the subject of women's rights wii 
be settled to the satisfaction of all parties 

We incline to think that sensible women 
will agree with us lhat this is not the mos 
opportune moment for them to commence 
dabbling in politics. They can manifest their 
intriotisan in « ur more suitable manner. 
They can aid the Sanitary Commissions by 
contributing such artiale* as the soldiers need, 
iikou politics (o she t terser teg. 



-sjf* A correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Commercial, after giving to lhat paper an in- 
teresting account of the fight at Grand 6 til f 
says that a rebel deserter teports that the 
rebsls are about ten thousand strong at Grand 
Gulf, under commaLd of General Uowen, of 
St. Louis. They have been hard at woik for 
a few weeks past, digging rifle-pits aud throw- 
ing up breastworks, and are determined not 
to yield the position without a heavy strug- 
gle. Knowing that after the repulse of our 
gunboats wc would have to make some sort of 
a flank movement on the place, they sent a 
brigade of infantry to Port Gibson yesterday, 
and intend re-eniorcing it tevday. Tbey also 
s?nt out cavalry in dllle<ent directions to d<- 
stroy several small bridges which it wis 
supposed we thould want to cross. 
The rebels ar< a rcugthenlng their po3illon on 
Big Black Rivir. Tbey have a large number 
of heavy gnus between the mouth of the 
stream and the Jackson Railroad Bridge, aud 
are rectiving additional ones from Yicks- 
burg. They are constructing s heavy cypress 
r*rt acroes Big Blick River, about len miles 
from its mouth, to prevent our gunboat* frem 
going up to the bridge. The troop3 at Vicks- 
burg, Grand Gulf, aad elsew'aero iu this 
department are being well fed. They get 
plenty of meal, corn- broad and rice, and have 
net yet been— so the deserters way—on half 
ration*, as the Caii i telegraphers have bad 
them for several m wi.bs past. The have no 
idea of evacuitif.-r Yu-ksburg, but are couti 
dcut of their ability to defeat General Grant 
in ary attempt he msy make to get possession 
of It. 

Bom l'thi Ne> run Histout.— The Washing- 
ton Cbrouiele says that out of that gallant 
army, who, under Lyon, fought the battle of 
Wilson Creek, has arisen a host of command- 
ers. They are found every where throughout 
the country, but chiefly in the West. Tnere 
was then prestnt tHe usual compliment of 
officers for a force of liv* thousand men. 
From them have been made six major generals 
and thirteen brigadiers. Colonels, lieatensnt 
eolontls and nnjon by the score have sprung 
from those who were then either line or non- 
com missioned omceis. From one company, 
the First Iowa infantry, thirty seven commis- 
sioned officers are now In the service. Sim- 
ilarly one company ol Ihe First Missouri has 
contributed thirty-two. It is a curious fact, 
hat of the effliers who survived the battle of 
Wilson Creek, not one has since been kMled 
in !• ittle, and only one hue died from disease. 
In every buttle for Ihe Union the heroc* of th : « 
terrible contest are found, and nowhere have 
th' y ellsgraocd their old record. I* it not worth 
ten years of life to be able to say, "I was in 
ths campaigu with LfWf* 



A Qvbstion in Canokii's.— The question 
has been qfflte fre< ly und warmly discussed in 
the Episc.:ptl papers, whether the churches 
in Western Virginia arc to be counted as a 
purl of the former diocese of Virginia. One 
it Ihe promiuemi bishops urges that the seces- 
sion of the dioceses in the Southern States 
from the Episcopal Church of the United 
States might have taken place just as well If 
tie rebellion had not cccurred; and thai Ihe 
bi*hop has by his own set declared himself 
*t of the Church of the United States, and 
therefore can cla'm ro jurisdiction over the 

ongrcifations in Western Virginia. 

|3f~ An immense amount of rejected corn 
ra- lately been received in Chicago Entire 
trains and boat loads dally pass "rejected." 
The imperfect cleaning of ihc grain and the 
teriiecnt minner of sendiug it to market is 
said lo be the cause of this rejection, which 
entails a loss of from three to eight cents per 
bushel. The loss to the West when duly ap- 
proximated must bo enormous. 

l^rTbe New York Herald gives a list of 
vessels destroyed by rebal privateers. The 
number of vessels is surprising— one hundred 
and six or sevea. The value is eight or ten 
millions of dolhrs. Three or lour of them 
are still at work, and, from the number of vic- 
tims, it is plain they work fast.

General BrRxsins RinmcBD —Gen. Burn- 
side's response to the Circuit Court lrom 
which a writ of habtat corp* was asked In the 
case of C. L. Vallandigbam, arrested for trea- 
sonable words spoken, aud tiled by a military 
commission, is published on another page. It 
is ao patriotic in spirit, so decided iu its ex- 

f>ressiOL8 of loyalty, and so nobly hold in tak- 
Lg the responsibility that we almost dislike 
to question iu propriety. Yet we think dan- 
gerous fallacies run through it which ought to 
be exposed. Gen. Burnside will himself be 
among the first to rectify bib positions as soon 
as it is made manilc-t lo him that they are 
wrong. 

He assumes lhat because he and bis soldiers 
may not indulge in "wholesale criticisms of 
the policy of the Government," because i. 
would be an offense iu him and his officers to 
undermine the confidence of ihe men In the 
perfect wisdom and integrity of the Adininis 
tration, thereter no cit-zm has a right to ut 
ter sucn criticisms. But he forgets lhat per 
sons "in tbe military and navnl service of the 
Uulled States" are subject to military law 
while the ordinaiy citizen is subject exclu 
sively to civil Ww. Military law is a part of 
the law of the land ss much as the civil law; 
but It is applicable only to a particular das*, 
aud admit buered only by special tribunals. 
Soldiers In •ervice, cadet* at W«U Paint, ser- 
vants of e-fflcers and citizens within the actual 
Hues of the army, may be gailiy of offenaes 
created by that ltw and irieef by its courts, but 
we doubt whether it cm b* ex .ended lo oth 
ers iu any case. Mr. Yallandigham does not 
belong to either of theae categories. 

N' itber dc.s it seems to us that martini 
law, as it is called by the Eoglish aid Amcri 
can writore, and the "state of siegt" by the 
French— a different thing from miliary law- 
has been proclaimed to exist In th« Depart 
ment of tbe Ohio. Or, eveu if it his been 
proclaimed, we doubt whether any authority 
under ii cau be exercised against persons who 
ere not immedively within the ecope of active 
military operations. [| is at lea< t an arbitrary 
application ot military government— the gov- 
ernment ol mere force— which substitute the 
will of the commanding General for the com- 
mon or municipal law, and which cngut not 
to be resorted to except in cases of absolute 
necessity. When domestic turbulence snd 
riot prevent the exeieise of the ordinary juris- 
dictions, when tbe presence of contending 
arsniea drives out the inbabitauta, when tbe 
behests of law are set at naught by sn entiro 
district, there is ocetslon for tbe strong hand 
of military power. Bat In other social condi- 
tions, the appeal to it is unnecessary and in 
all probability hurtful. 

Valhndighain's offenses, moreover, have 
been as yet confined to the use of foolish 
words. He calls Mr. Lincoln bad nsme«; ho 
denounces the Republican party; be abuse* 
Burnside'd new military orders; aud his ex- 
ample und his instructions are exceedingly 
pernicious. But, alss, we cannot, in tk j spirit 
of Auac barsis Cloot's demand, hang all the 
di-ttrdsand scoundrels at discretion. Val- 
landiglnin has not.thH wo hear, committed 
auyovrfrtaet of treason; he has not misted 
the laws, though he has perhaps eouuieled re- 
flstance, and until he does, his silly b&bbling, 
like Brooks' and Wood's, must be allowed to 
pass for what it Is worlb. It is not lke'y to 
p rsuade more than a few Ignorant or m lignint 
men to do wrong. Besides, no governments snd 
no authorities arete be held as above criticism 
or even denunciation. We know of no other 
way cf correcting their faults— spurring on 
their slngglabnese, or restraining their tyran 
nice— tuaa by opsn and bedd discussion. How 
can a popular government, moat of all, know 
th? popular will, and guioe lis course it the 
interests of the community, uuless It be told 
from time to tim 5 ; what the popular convlc- 
tijus aud wishe* are? Despotisms, like that 
ol Louis Napoleon or the Czar of Russia, have 
no need of ibis inspiration and control from 
the people, b.-cause they are not administered 
iu the interests of the people, and look to tnos* 
of a single man or s family, which cau very 
well mtnage its own aflV.is. Bat s republic 
lives alone In its fidelity to the scatlmeat* of 
the whole na ion. 

Abuses and licensca of course adhere to 
this unlimited freedom of public criticism; 
but these are apparently inseparable from the 
use; aud without the abuse we should scarce- 
ly have the use. It is a question, too, w.i > is 
lo draw the Hue between the use and the abuse 
outside of the courts established for the de- 
taciioa and punishment of a l offeLSea If 
Vallandigbam'* peace uonsensa is treasonable, 
ni*y not Greeley'* bo equally so. If he can 
uot arraign the conduct of Ihe wsr, cau Mr. 
Schalk, who bus written a book on strategy, 
which is tbo severe :t arraignment of it ye: 
printed* If he may ne>t question the justice 
or the propriety o( Burnaide'a orders, even 
the livening Post or a thousand other Journa s 
Venture to biut a doubt of the. auperbuman 
military abilities ol General Hilfeck. We 
kuow it may be said that bis motive* are bad 
and unreasonable, while those of the others 
are loya<; but trlbuua's and commissions can- 
not icquire into motives. D.'eds are tangible, 
but not thoughts. 

Our article is alrealy too long or we shou'd 
like to ad 1 a line of the punishment meted 
•ut to th s Wester i deiuogogue. Hi has been 
seutenc jil, it is said, to two ye*r«' oonftae- 
tiu nt to tbe Tortugas Islands. It is a ponalty 
which will make him a martyr, and rouse his 
old frieuds and others to earnest cxpres 
sions of sympuhy. He ought merely, at the 
most, to have be-n sent beyond our lines, to 
the rebel friends whom he so much admires 
sud ssi ves; and the chaugc would have been 
a gala to us. If no great gain to thein. Nor, 
supposing the rightfulness of the jurisdiction, 
could any one have complained or a sentence 
which mercilully contlnes the culprit to thn 
agiecable society of his kind.

ne>w Stohewai l Jaccsos was Wounded. 
The Richmond correspondent of the Charles 
tou Courier gives the following account of Ihc 
manner in which 8loncwall Jackson received 
the wounds that caused his death. The ac 

count was written before the General died. 

The wife of General Jackson is now in 
Richmond. She has been informed by a letter 
of tbe melancholy circumstances under which 
the General received his wounds. At mid- 
night on Sa urday night, Lis men being drawn 
up in line ot battle, a body of troops were seen 
a short distance in advance of our line, it be- 
ing doubtful whether they were friends or 
enemies. Gen. Jackson and staff rode forward 
to ascertain 

Whilst he was engaged in reconnoltering, 
his men being unaware of his movement, mis 
look himself and staff for enemies, and fired a 
vollyiato them, Instantly killing one of his 
sti.fr, and sevdrely wonndiug Gen. Jackson and 
Major CrutchwHd. One bullet passad through 
the General's right hand, whilst another struck 
his left arm below tbe elbow, aud, ranging 
upward, shattered the bone near the shoulder 
11 immediately fell to the ground. 

His brother-in-law, who was with him, laid 
down beside him to ascertain the character of 
his wouads. In a moment the unknown 
troops in front, who proved to be the enemy, 
advaooed and captured two other staff officers 
who were standing over the General, without 
noticing him. Soon after four of our men 
placed him on a stretcher, and were bearing 
bim to the rear, when they were all shotdowu. 
Tbe inj ury to his right band is severe, one of 
the bones having been shot away, 



p'aecd there, donbtlee s, by the owner, for safe 
keeping. Thero has beeu no lack of Con- 
federate currency in that regiment since.

Tbe cause of the 
estrangement was, that iu dividing the land 
lelt them, more than forty years ago, one 
elaiined the line was drawn teu feet too far 
south, thus losiug to the other about six acres 
of ground, the value at that time being about 
twenty-five etuis per acre. The feud is now 
inheritance, we suppose, to be handed 
down forever.

On motion ol Mr. Johnson, of the Anti- 
slavery Standard, the letter was orth-red to be 
printed with the minutes of the Society. 

I'NLIMITBD POWERS OF THE PBESIDBNT. 

A gcr.tlrnm, whose name was not an- 
nounced, alluded to the r. solutions brought 
before Cougrecs, that the South, by her rebel- 
lion, had torfeited all protection to s avery 
from the Constitution; and said that he be- 
lieved that wa* the right, the proper, view of 
the matter, ttlavery was iu a stale of rebel- 
lion against the Constitution. Nothing but 
the strong arm of military power prevented 
slaveholders Irom breaking out into open 
treason in the border States. SUveiy thua 
made itself an outlaw, and he was astou'ished 
that there wore Republicans and Abolitionists 
wn* believed the President's proclamation 
did not free all iiie slaves, and that the Presi- 
dent had not the power to do so. He had 
ve»ted in him the constitntioual war power to 
overthrow slavery everywhere. Ia wsr he 
had the right to take every dollar of every 
man, and every life, if necessary to save the 
life cfihe nation. The tou iitunoa was en- 
tirely treed from any protection to slavery by 
the rebellion. 

NoarujtiiN raxiUDicB to the neuuo. 
- Mr. Downing (colored) hoped the Society 
would not dissolve till all its purposes and 
obj els were completed. Their work would 
no* be done when they aboiiaa slavery at the 
S.ulh. Ia the North, the c dored race w- ro 
crushed and kept d <wn and deprived of their 
rights. He would venture to suggest tbat the 
members of the Society shoulu endeavor to 
cultivate a better state of teelirg to the color- 
ed people, among the commnuities they rep- 
resentee!. He had lo struggle with the preju- 
dice agaiLsl his race. They ei j ?yed no ucili- 
lics for educating ihtir children. If the So- 
ciety had long siuce engaged in lhat work, he 
thought it w e uld now stand higher. Iu Kuodo 
I*ku.d, lor instance, colored children would 
not Le allowed in the pubbc school*. Would 
it not be wtU tor the Society to send agent* to 
that and other States, lo engage iu the work 
of abolishing such c isle t 

A member remarked lhat the Societv should 
•at, dissolve wheu slavery was abolished. 
They Would then h ive other and greater labor* 
to scrotal lisb. Look nt tbe papers, the Anti- 
slavery S andard and the Liberator; they should 
have a wide circulation; the people south of 
Mason's line must be reached; the v have not 
yet repented of their sins. It was one thing to 
cause the rebellion, as ihey had done; yes. 
tbey had caused the rebellion, and their senti- 
ment against slavery, though non- resisting, 
was the means of keeping a vast army in inu 
border S atts.

Fourteen mile Creek— the left 
near Black river, and extending in a line near- 
ly caet and west— as they can get witli^t 
brlnsrine on a eeneral engajfement. 

" I shall communicate with Grand Gulf no 
more, except it becomes necessary to send a 
train with a beavy escort. 

" Ycu may not hear from me again for a 
erul days." 

Gen. Grant also telegraphed Gen. Ualleck, 
from Raymond, Mississippi, May 1A, as fol- 
lows : 

" McPherson trok this place on the 13th 
Inst., after a brisk fleht of more than two 
hours, Otir loas was fifty-one killed, and one 
hundred and eighty wounded. The enemy's 
lc<5 was seTenty killed and one hundred and 
eie'ity-Mx prisoners, bcsldea the wounded. 

McPherson is now at Clinton. Gen. Sher- 
man is on the direct Jackson road, and Gen. 
McClernand is bringing up the rear. 

" I will nttack the State Capital to-day." 

Tbe following telegram, dated at Memphis, 
was received here to dty : 

Gen. Grant has taken Jackson. The ctpltol 
was burned. From 5,000 to 10,000 mounted 
men are concentrated near Okolona, threaten- 
ing an advance In the direction of the Mem- 
phis railroad. A citizen Just up from Jack- 
son ssys the enemy abandoned Vickfburg oa 
Sunday, marching on the ridge northeast to 
Livingston, which is 'JO miles northwest of 
Jackson. 

ReMible information has been received here 
that the steamer Gladiator sailed from Liver- 
pool for N issan on the 25th nit., hut ultimate 
ly to run the blockade, if possible. Her car- 
tel consists of 1,500 barrels bread, 1,043 bar- 
rels bacop. The bacon and bread Is for the 
rebel army, and this fact is regarded as good 
owidencc of great destitution among the reb- 
els and shows the straits to which Ihey ore 
reduced. 

ISpccial to the ft Y. Herald.] 

Mcrfkbbsbobo, May 18. 
Tbe situation here remains nDchanred. The 
extension of the rebel lines to WillTamsport 
lias not weakened their beavy infantry forct 
in our immediate front. The three corps of 
Gen«. Polk, Harden, and Breckinridge are at 
Guy's Gap, War Trace, and Hanover Gap rc- 
specMrelT. Gen. Polk's corps consists of 
(Jonr. Withers snd Cheatham's divisions; Gen. 
Hardee's of Gens. Clabome and McCowan's 
divisions; and Gca. Breckinridge's of his ovrn 
old division, under Gen. Helms, and re on- 
forceinents lately received, forming another 
■ii\isloc, sold to bo under command of Gen. 
Anderson. 

It l« said that Gen. Bragg hss received re- 
enforcements from other points of three bri- 
gade»; but It U also assertrd that some troops 
hail g)ne to the aid of Vicksbutg. 

The forces alluded to are brigades of Gen. 
Churchill, just 'xchariged; Gen Gist's from 
Charleston aud Walker's from Savannah. It 
is certain that all these troops passed west on 
or about May 13 b. 

Gen. Wbeeh-t's rebel cavalry was atMcMinn- 
vllle on the 13-.h irst. Col. Wilder's scouls 
e.'pturcd tight of his body-guard yesterday, 
as d found documents on them showing that 
Gen. Morgan has had a quarrel with Wheeler, 
and was under arrest, but has been taken from 
under Whetlei's commmd. 

Pricr nnrs taken by Col. Wilder say Gen. 
Morgan has moved towards Kentucky, pro 
pofiug to cross tbe Cumberland above Carth- 
age. There is a report that he crossed Fridty, 
but it 1< not credited. 

Gen. Wood returns to the command of bis 
old divis on, instead of rttsiDirg command 
of HaBhtrtU*, bis old troipt protesting against 
his retirement from active command. 

The Mobile Register of the 15th says: 

"General Buckner has been assigued to the 
command of East Ttnntsue, vice Davis. 
There is also a s'.ory in circulation that he has 
been attempting to cross the Cumberland. It 
is presumed that forct s have been lately 
thrown into East Tennessee, as General Buck- 
net's rank throws him into command et a 
division, .n.d presumes the retirement of Di- 
vis. There was only the Seventh brigade in 
tbe department." 

A dispatch in the Atlanta Intelligencer of 
the 15-.h of May says mat a fight had taken 
place at Riymond, Miss., on tbe 13ih, In 
which the rebels under Gregg had been beaten 
with Le ivy loss. Among the killed was Col. 
McGarenck, of the Tenth Tennessee. 

The ntwspaper correspondents captured at 
1 icksburg on the 3d were in Richmond on the 
loth. 

Nashville, May 19. 

Gen. J. Wood has been relieved from com- 
maLd ut this point, and will take command of 
his divisior, now at Murfreesboro. 

All quiet in front.

News by Tue«day Evening's Mall. 

—A totemporary reveals the iu-poiUnt i^ 
telllgence that thirty thotmud fori 

kets wera recently rcce.jredal Matamcius for 
the use cf the rebels west of the Mississippi. 
Three or four thousand have already reached 
Price, ut Little Rock, and tho lemalnder are 
on their way to him, overland, through Texas 
und the Indian Territory. Tbe immense con- 
traband traffic between the rebels and Mata- 
moraa shows the importance of our holding 
the Rio Grande from Li Paso to ita mouth, 
which could be done hy a eiuoU force. The 
blockade will never be complete without it. 

—A special dispatch from Murfreesboio to 
the Ciudnn-ti Ga/.ette uf yesterday states 
that the Mobile Register of the 13th is in- 
formed that a new Biniah Consul is on his 
way to Mobile, und savagely demands that he 
bo not tolerated. It denounces tbe British 
Government in unmeasured terms, declares 
that Lord Lyons is an Abolition Minister of 
an Abolition Government to the Abolition 
Licooln Administration, and charges the 
British Government with every kind of by 
pocrlsy and duplicity. 

—There must have been a first-class battle 
at Jackson when it was taken by Grant, for a 
letter from there of the U.h of May says the 
troops were then pouring in from all quarters 
for defense. Forces had arrived there from 
North Carolina, Charleston and Port Hudson. 
Jackson was then belcg hastily fortified, and 
was already br'stMng with intrenchments and 
pickets. The indications are that the Unlcn 
arms have gained at Jackson a glorious and 
important victory. 

—A Washington special dispatch, dated 
16ib, ssv-: 

The railroad lines from Richmond to 
Lee's army at Fredericksburg are said 
to be azafn In working order. Two of 
tbe most important bridges on these roads, it 
secrus, were not destroyed by Stoneman, as 
reported. Richmond papers of yesterday hsv- 
lDg bean received here to-day' demonstrate.; 
tbe fact that the means of rapid transit be- 
tween tbe rebel capital and Washington are 
not altogether deficient. 

—The Cincinnati papers of yesterday con- 
coutaia the sentence and findings of the Mili- 
tary Commission in the esse of Hon. C. L. 
Vallandigham, which have been approved and 
confirmed by Major General Burnside. Mr. 
Vullandigham Is sentenced "to be placed In 
close confinement In some fortress of the 
United States, to be designated by the com 
mandlng officer of this department, and there 
to be kept during the continuance of the 
war." By order of General Burnside, "it is 
directed that the place of confinement of the 
prisoner, Clement L. Vallandlgbani, In accord- 
ance with the sentence, be Fort Warren , Boe- 
ton harbor." 

—The Commercial of yesterday contains a 
full and Interesting account of Gen. Grleraon's 
late cavalry raid through the Sate of Missis- 
sippi, which is prouounced one of the most 
brilliant and successful expeditions of the 
kind made during the war. The importance 
of this expedition, says the account, can 
hardly bo realiz-d without some rt flection ou 
what has been accomplished. In seventeen 
days the troops marched over eight hundred 
lea. They traveled through the very heart 
of rebcldom, fighting at every point where 
they met with opposition. Thty have killed 
ounded a large number of the enemy, 
and have destroyed over four million dollars' 
worth of property, which would have been of 
Immense assistance lo the rebels iu the prose- 
cution of the war. On two Important rail- 
roads they bjM£ completely cut off all com- 
munication the strongholds of the enemy. 
They have taSh over one thousand prisoners, 
captured over twelve hundred horses and 
menaced the enemy at points where they were 
least expected. 

—The great Demccratic convection of the 
West atscmbles at Indianapolis to-dty, and 
will be addressed by some of tho most able 
and distinguished Democratic orators of the 
country. According to the Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel, which says that "the masses arc pouring 
in," this convention will be a tremendous 
aflalr. 

-The Chlcsgo Post informs us that I 
brother of old Oesawatamle Brown, incainci 
tatcd for military service, has been appointed 
a third-class clerk in the Treasury De^ui-

Our Dead Hero. 
Since the death of Washington, no similar 
event bas so profoundly and sorrowfully Im- 
pressed the people of Virginia as the death 
ot Jackson. The surprise and admiration 
wl'.h which his earlier teats in the war were 
regarded, had long since ripened into cord al 
gratitude for his services, boundless confi- 
dence In his capacity, enthusiastic vfJecllon 
for his person, and iincere vcn-.Tation for hi- 
clffracter. They had come, too, to regard 
him as one of those men who have a mission 
to fulfill, and who benr a channi d life. The 
Providecce on which he had so firmly relkd 
had seemed to shield him from harm, and 
tbere was a sort of superstitious faith that be 
would puss unscathed through all daugtrs to 
the end. They were not, therefore, preptred 
for the cruel mischtnee that struck him dowD, 
and still less (or the fatal result which has an 
speedliy followed. There is not one lojal 
heart iu this Commonwealth, not one in all 
this Confederacy., that has not, or will not 
sicken and sink with grief at his fill. Were 
it possible to restore him, we believe there 
are thousands who would give their own 
lives to ntcsom him from the captivity ct 
death. 

For all this love for him living, aud all this 
grief for him dead, there was reason enough ; 
for in the great struggle which now engages 
all hearts and bands he mas hinuelj a jiowtr 
equal to many regiments of armed men. He had 
turown into it tbe energies of a mighty spirit, 
the resources of a great Intellect. What oth- 
ers did or attempted from impulses of ambl 
tlon, patriotism, or a sense of duty, he did 
from compulsion of conecienc. and a reveren- 
tial conviction of obligation to his M ikcr. lit 
did it with all the strength of mind, soul and 
body. So actuated, he thought not of conse- 
quence* to himself— of dangers to be encoun- 
tered, or glory to be won; and so acting, he 
left nothing undone that was passible oi ac- 
complishment. 

There- is no need now to rehearse his deed* 
— tbey are fresh in the memories of all. Bui 
memorable as tnosa deeds are, and destined 
to become lessons for military students for 
long ages to come, It was not, perhaps, so 
much what in his brief but crowded cireer 
be accomplished, as the manner in which he 
did whatever most difficult feat lay before, 
and the ability he thus manifested for more 
arduous and momentous achievements— that 
explains the wonderful growth of his tame, 
and will give him a place in history amid the 
most renowned heroes aud c.ip.aius of all 
ages. 

The old Mother Slate that bore him is not 
sterile. The Confederacy for which he lought 
is fruitful of men; but it is not to be expected 
that this war will produce, or this generation 
see, one who in a ! respects will till the great 
space be has left void. Others may have hi - 
genius to devise, others his energy to execute, 
others h'S purity of H'e, and others his stern 
and solemn s i -const cretion to the cause; but 
we may hope in vain to find all these united 
In one, and the potency so felt by b s men M 
that, his will moving snd his spirit auimatlng 
ail, they should become, as Jackson's men 
were, the vtry lluit b of his body, moving and 
acting as be willed, almost without coLScious 
volition of their owa. 

Still, let none suppose that, because this 
great soldier will no more lead his inevitable 
battalions against the merciless and murder- 
ous invaders of our country, we shall be un- 
able to defend ourselves against the hosts who 
muster for our destruction. Tbe same Provi 
dence that gave us Jackson still rules the af 
lairs of men, dnd though He has takeu the 
mighty chietuin from us, He leaves us his 
Illustrious example to follow, and his grand 
spirit to fire every heart and nerve every arm, 
l ne men who for two years have felt tae in 
fluonce of such a presence, whose hearts burn 
with glowing memories of wnat he was, will 
never yield to mortal foe. Jackson, though 
dead, will still fight in the niin whom he so 
olten led to victory.
